Their protest was that the run- 
off election was not valid be- 
cause of 32 votes which contain- 
ed marks other than an “X” in 
the box provided. This is based 
on the instructions printed on 
each ballot. 

“Question of Intent” 

In stating his case,. Bryant 
said, “Although Weaver says it 
is obvious how voters “intended” 
to vote, this is not a question of 
intent.” 

He added that he respected 
the difficulty of Kinner’s decis- 
ion to let the disputed ballots go 
through in the runoff election. 
“But this could not have been an 
objective decision, because Kin- 
ner was biased and partial.” 

Kinner protested from. the 
floor that, “leeway should be giv- 
en to voting students, because 
they were not given proper tools 
for marking an ‘X’ on the ballot. 
When pencils are used, discrep- 
ancies can be. expected. 

“You don’t give an artist a 
paint roller to produce a Mona 
Lisa,’”’ continued Kinner. He said 
rubber stamps should be provid- 
ed for marking ballots in future 
elections. 

‘The final ruling of the SFRB 
was that 22 of the 32 contested 
ballots. were illegal. 


SAC. Could Get 
$226,000 For 


Science Building 
Santa Ana College would 


receive $226,500 for junior 
college construction under’ 


a formula proposed by Gov. 
Brown May 18 for distribu- 
tion of a $20 million state 
bond issue voted last fall. 


Brown asked the legislature to’ 


ratify the formula, introduced 
this week by Sen. Walter Stiern 
(D-Bakersfield), as ‘an amend- 


ment to a bill authored earlier by 


Stiern. 

If and when the allocation is 
made, the priority in building will 
probably be construction of a 
new physical science building ad- 
jacent to Hammond Hall. 

Plans were -started on this 
project several years ago but 
were suspended pending study of 
a possible enlarged central dis- 
trict. 

Under provisions of the bond 
issue, local junior college dis- 
tricts are to provide $60 million 
to match the state’s $20 million. 

Brown said the formula has 
been worked out by Stiern and 
the state Department of Finance 
after several months of stndy 
and consultations with the Cali- 
fornia Junior College Assn.

(Editor’s Note: The follow- | 
ing article by El Don staff 
writer Jan Craemer relates her 
impressions on stage as “Hedda 
Gabler,” in a role which she 
describes as her most difficult 
transformation in her stage 
career.) :

Hedda Gabler’s char- 
acter presents a great con- 
flict to me as an aspiring 
actress. Her cold, calculat- 
ing nature seems very alien 
to what Director Lee Ford 
calls my ‘Pollyanna ways.” 

With no reservations I can say 
that I have never felt the urge to 
escape complete boredom. Hedda 
is bored not only with her hus- 
band George Tesman, but also 
with each moment she spends in 
her “poverty stricken” home. 

Hate is an emotion everyone 
has at one time _ experienced. 
When an intrusive alarm clock is 
shut off by two closed eyes, that 
is most always present. My prob- 
lem is to transfer small hates 
in my own life into one big hate 
for Thea Elvstead, a former 
school “friend” of Hedda’s. 

One word I try to keep in my 
mind before entering the Falk’s 
Villa on stage is “selfish.” I must 
be selfish and egotistical. Hedda 
does nothing for anyone else; she 
thrives on her conceit, boredom 
and restlessness. 

Terry Gordon, at this point of 
the play’s development, has tak- 
en on the semblance of Tesman 
more than any of the other play- 
ers. His -“‘eh?” at the end of 
every sentence is a true motiva- 
tion which Hedda resents and 
detests. 

- Judge Brack must be a very 
strong character. He -is the only 
person who can seemingly make 
the same “jelly’’ of Hedda that 
she makes of others, . : 

In a scene with Ejlert Lovborg, 
a “comrade,” I crn _ directly 
associate my own feelings as I do 

not find it a reach of the imagi- 
nation for a woman to look back 
on her life and wish she had 
chosen another more appealing, 
intelligent marriage partner. 

Hedda Gabler is the unveiling 
.of a woman’s psychological make 

up. Her every expression, word 
and step must prepare the aud- 
ience for a justifiable end. She 


must progress in her restlessness

Reviewer Praises 
Final SAC Drama

Henrik Ibsen’s classic, 
“Hedda Gabler,” introduc- 
ed the audience to the most 
contemptible heroine ever 
created in a play. 

In personality Hedda can 
be classified as a Victorian 
Scarlett O’Hara. But the 
motivations of the two wo- 
men are completely oppo- 
site. While Scarlett had 
Tara and Ashley, Hedda _ has 


nothing. And therein lies the 
tragedy of the play: a woman 


who could do so much good and _ 


yet has no reason or desire to do 
it. 

Ibsen’s four-act drama _ con- 
tinues tonight and tomorrow at 8 
in Phillips Hall. 

Jan Craemer, as Hedda, was 
brilliant. She purred and snarled 
her way through four acts splen- 
didly and the walls of Phillips 
Hall moved closer together as 
she embraced them with her 
delicate (and, at times, shatter- 
ing) performance. ; 

As the simpering, dominated 
and unloved husband, Terry Gor- 
don gave his best performance to 
date. Previously he appeared in 
“The Desperate Hours” in an 
unnoticeable one - dimensional 
part. 

Patti Johnson broke away 
nicely from “loudmouth”’ roles 
with her portrayal as the fulfilled 
and devoted Thea Elvstead. 

A newcomer to the stage is 
Walt Faulkner who showed 
promise as an actor, but wasn’t 
quite certain of himself on 
stage.

Pirtle Boasts Five Year 
Golf Record of 68-5-1

68W’s plus 5L’s plus 1T 
equals .920 per cent. 

No, it’s not a chemical 
equation but rather the bril- 
liant five year coaching 
record of personable Santa 
Ana golf coach Arlin Pirtle. 

During Pirtle’s five year 
stint as SAC golf instructor, 
the Dons have won the 
Eastern Conference Match 
Play Championship three 
times and the EC Tourna- 
ment twice. Santa Ana has 
never finished worse than eighth 


in five trips to the State Tourna- 
ment. 

Santa Ana won 16 of 18 
matches in 1963 but still Pirtle 
isn’t satisfied. Pirtle labeled 
Santa Ana’s play this past sea- 
son as “brilliant in spots,’ but 

‘also “pathetic” at times. 

The former pro of Indian Hills 
Country Club in Oklahoma is 
used to winning 40-0 and 36-4, 
not 21-19 or 22-18 as SAC de- 


feated opponents in ’63. 

Santa Ana did not have a poor 
team in 1963, not by any means. 
Its just that the rest of the East- 
ern Conference is finally catch- 
ing up to Pirtle. 

Santa Ana loses three soph- 
omores off the team but fresh- 
men Mark Schmidt and Denny 
Parks will return in the fall. 
Schmidt played excellent golf the 
last half of the season to win the 
EC Medalist title. Parks had a 
76.3 average for 18 rounds of 
golf in EC competition for the 
lowest average in the conference. 

The long hitting Schmidt fired 
a 73-83 for a 156 total in the 
State Tournament at Torrey 
Pines last week. Dick Lutz of 
San Mateo won individual honors 
with a 145 total. El Camino 
edged San Mateo 780 to 781 to 
capture the team title. Orange 
Coast was a surprise third at 
194, 

Pirtle, who admits he “can’t

With Schmidt and 
Parks as a nucleus to build on, 
Pirtle shouldn’t have any worries.
